T H E A R M Y A S A N A SSET. 


General Pershing 
has 
urged that the 
regular army be brought back to a strength 
of 150,000 enlisted men and 13,000 offi­ 
cers. 
That is a tiny military establishment 
for a nation of more than 110,000,000 peo­ 
ple spread over so vast an area; yet there 
seems to be rather a poor prospect of get­ 
ting congressional action in line with Gen­ 
eral Pershing’s recommendation. It is true, 
as the New York Times declares, that “only 
on the presumption that the United States 
will not be dragged into military operations 
on a major scale in our generation can con­ 
gress deny General Pershing’s plea,’’ but a 
large portion of the public and perhaps a 
majority of congress are ready to proceed 
on precisely that presumption. 
Perhaps, instead of emphasizing the 
ever present possibility of war as a com­ 
pelling reason 
for maintaining a regular 
force of a certain strength, it might be bet­ 
ter to recall to the minds of the people the 
fact, which few remember or realize, that 
in peace times the army has useful and im­ 
portant functions which cannot be perform­ 
ed if the regular force is allowed to dwin­ 
dle away 
to practically 
nothing. 
This 
phase of the subject has been brought out 
admirably by the New York World, which 
says: 
“The whole northwest was opened 
by army assistance. 
Army engineers 
conducted nearly all the preliminary 
explorations, 
constructed 
the roads 
and trails leading west, built canals 
and bridges, conducted 
surveys and 
made the maps. 
They even built and 
operated the earlier railroads. 
Begin­ 
ning with the construction of the old 
Chesapeake and Ohio canal and the 
Erie canal, army engineers continued 
their activities upon every navigable 
waterway, and their work has been of 
such excellence that there is a general 
agreement that our governmental en­ 
gineering projects are unexcelled any­ 
where. 
The corps of engineers have 
expended more than a billion dollars 
with consistent record of integrity and 
economy. 
In the development of the 
steel industry the army played an im­ 
portant part. 
The ordinance depart­ 
ment introduced alloy steels and pre­ 
scribed the use of nickel steel when 
there were practically no other uses 
for such grades and when only two or 
three companies were capable of their 
manufacture. The science of this man­ 
ufacture that has revolutionized the 
industry began in 1798 with a contract 
for 10,000 muskets. The army first or­ 
ganized the weather bureau, using the 
discoveries 
of 
the 
naval 
scientist 
Maury. 
Today it is rivaling the navy 
in perfecting the art of flying, with too 
narrow appropriations and a heroism 
among the younger officers not differ­ 
ent from that which war demands.” 
This summary does not tell the whole 
story of the peace-time activity and useful­ 
ness of the 
army, 
but it should help to 
bring to the attention of many people an as­ 
pect of the 
army 
maintenance 
question 
which is generally not considered at all by 
the public. 
The work which the army has 
gone and still does in time of peace has 
leen and is worth many times what the 
army costs and has cost; and a great deal 
of it is work which only the army can do 
because there exists no other organization 
capable of undertaking and executing it. 


G L A R IN G H E A D L IG H T S. 


The “glaring headlight” abuse seems to 
be the subject of energetic protest in many 
parts of the country. Says the Philadelphia 
Record: 
“Next to reckless driving, the use of 
glaring headlights which 
blind the 
eyes of all who come within reach of 
their rays is undoubtedly 
the 
most 
prolific cause of automobile accidents 
at night. The laws of practically every 
state recognize this fact and seek to 
regulate headlight illumination so that 
it may be sufficient for the driver’s 
purpose without interfering with the 
safe management of the vehicles he 
encounters on the highway. 
Our own 
state law specifically limits the candle- 
power of headlights to 32, and pro­ 
vides that they must be equipped with 
reflectors so designed that no dazzling 
rays of light shall rise more than 42 
inches above the ground at a point 75 
feet ahead of the lamps.” 
This part of the country is not unique, 
therefore, in the danger to which its inhabi­ 
tants are exposed through the habitual dis­ 
regard of many motorists for the laws and 
regulations governing the 
use of glaring 
headlights. 
The Record is probably cor­ 
rect in its statement that this, next to reck­ 
less driving, is the most prolific cause of 
automobile accidents at night. 
Undoubt­ 
edly one of the most effective moves the au­ 
thorities could make would be an active 
crusade against motorists- who needlessly 
bum their glaring lights in city streets as 
well as on country highways. The practice 
is being indulged in here to a greater ex­ 
tent than ever and energetic measures are 
needed to put a stop to it

But the 
mystery-makers are not yet 
through with Henry, 
and 
promptly they 
produce a new question for people to pon­ 
der over. 
It is this: why has Mr. Ford sud­ 
denly and unexpectedly come out for Cool­ 
idge? 
Is it because he expects the admin­ 
istration to turn Muscle Shoals over to him? 
There is no sense in saying that this is an 
uncalled 
for 
and 
unworthy 
suspicion. 
Many people will take stock in it, neverthe­ 
less. That is inevitable and, instead of get- 
tng angry, Mr. Ford would do well to rea­ 
son with the suspicious ones and labor dili­ 
gently to persuade them of his sincerity. 
As for the political consequences of his 
announcement, though a great many peo­ 
ple would have supported Mr. Ford if he 
had made a try for the presidency, prob­ 
ably only a few people will support another 
candidate simply because Mr. Ford is sup­ 
porting him. 
The great majority of the 
people who would have voted for Mr. Ford 
are not going to vote for Mr. Coolidge.

When the news of Mr. Lincoln’s 
nomination reached New York, Ann 
was the sole member of a gather­ 
ing at ber guardian’s house who 
did not regret his success.

The election of Abraham Lincoln 
was the signal for greater defiance 
on the part of die South, anil much 
uneasiness was felt as to the fu­ 
ture. 
In December South Carolina 
finally took the greatly discussed 
step, 
and 
withdrew 
from

United States. This move had been 
so long anticipated that It was re­ 
ceived with surprising calm, but a 
few days later the North awoke to 
a real shock on hearing that Major 
Anderson, who was 
stationed 
in 
Charleston harbor, had retired from 
the untenable Fort Moultrie to Fort 
Sumter, which was. he stated, bet­ 
ter prepared to withstand attack. 
This news was quickly followed by 
the announcement that the secre­ 
tary of war had resigned, because 
President Buchanan had refused to 
order Anderson back to Moultrie, 
and ugly stories began to leak out 
of late transfers of governmt*nt 
arms and munitions to the Southern 
states. 
After this there was ap­ 
preciably less talk, in the North, of 
conciliation or compromise. 
Imme 
diately after Anderson’s move the 
federal arsenal at Charleston was 
seised by volunteer troops acting 
under state authority, together with 
all the harbor and island defenses, 
except Sumter. 
Without a protest 
from the officials who filled the of­ 
fices, the custom house and the post 
office were also taken over by the 
state government, and the flag of 
South 
Carolina 
was 
raised over 
them December 31. 
Before many weeks five other 
Southern states had seceded, while 
In New York the men who were 
friendly 
to the South were openly 
triumphant. 
Arsenals, forts and revenue cut­ 
ters were taken over almost daily 
during the last weeks of December, 
1860, and early in the new' year a 
ship sent to bring supplies to Fort 
Sumter was fired on, and forced to 
turn back. The political complexion 
changed rapidly in the North. 
It 
was a time when events moved rap­ 
idly. and opinions reversed over­ 
night. 
All 
efforts to stem 
the over­ 
whelming tide were in vain. 
As

critical, and civil war, until re­ 
cently a thing which might be ar­ 
gued about, loomed close and pas­ 
sionate.

ARTICLE CHANGED 
SOVIET EDITOR SAYS 


By the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 26.—M. Steklov, 
editor of the soviet organ, Izvestia, 
declared in yesterday’s issue of the 
paper that the American secretary of 
state could 
claim 
only “a formal 
triumph” in his quotation of an ar­ 
ticle from Izvestia of November 7, 
♦ 1922, to substantiate his charge that 
the soviets conducted active revolu­ 
tionary propaganda in 
the United 
States and that there was no real dif­ 
ference between the communist Inter­ 
nationale and the soviet government. 
M. Steklov also accused Secretary 
Hughes of changing the sense of the 
{article. 
“Mr. Hughes,” writes the editor, 
“having extracted a few lines out of 
the general context of the article, 


added several lines of his own, thus 
changing the sense. Despite the ex­ 
ternal coincidence 
of the 
separate 
words, 
still 
categorically 
declare 
that, by cutting my words in the 
manner Mr. Hughes did, he consci- 
ausly committed forgery.” 
Comparing extracts from the ar­ 
ticle of November, 1922, with the 
wording cited by Secretary Hughes, 
M. Steklov, attributed the following 
to Hughes* authorship: 
“If even both sides would disavow 
their existing connection the same is 
j evident to anyone as an unrpeudiable 
fact.”

26 —Perry 
County’s loll for Christmas shootings 
stood today at four dead, one in a dy­ 
ing condition from bullet wounds and 
a sixth man in a serious condition in 
a hospital here. 
Those killed were: 
William Smith, deputy sheriff; a 
man named Hays; J. Ii. Matthews, a 
barber, believed to have come here 
from Evansville or Loogootee, Ind., 
and John Richmond negro. 
Jerry 
Dunn is thought to be fatally wound­ 
ed and the condition of Dennis Phil­ 
lips is reported to be serious. 
Deputy Smith was killed Christmas 
Eve in a pistol fight at the home of 
Phillips near Glomwar, where the of­ 
ficer had gone to quell a disturbance. 
Phillips, wounded by Smith escaped, 
but later surrendered. 
Meantime reports of Smith’s death 
reached 
here 
and 
deputies 
John 
Smith, Davidson 
and 
James 
Witt 
started to Phillip's home. 
As the trio of 
deputies 
passed 
through Karles, a fire cracker was 
said to have exploded at their feet. 
Believing they had been fired upon, 
the officers were said to have direct­ 
ed a volley into a store operated by 
Dunn. 
A bullet passed through the 
storekeeper’s body and struck Matth­ 
ews, killing the latter. 
When firing 
ceased a survey of the building dis­ 
closed the body of Hays. 
Richmond, the fourth 
man 
slain, 
was killed 
Christmas 
day.

Workman was reported to have killed 
him with a shotgun when the victim 
attempted to enter Workman’s home 
after the latter had told him to stay 
away.

FIND CHARRED BODY 
AT BASE OF FLUE 


B y th e A s s o c ia te d P re s s . 
NEW YORK, Dec. 26.—The body 
of Ferdinando Mendez, a coal passer 
who disappeared last Monday while 
working in the power house of the 
Pennsylvania railroad in Long Island 
City, has been found burned almost 
beyond recognition at the foot of a 
flue. 
The discovery was made yesterday 
after a long search 
and 
firemen 
lowered by asbestos covered 
ropes 
down the long flue, succeeding in 
bringing the body out, covered with 
ashes and soot. Investigators believe 
that Mendez was blowen into the flue
